Release 4.0 to be previously installed.

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Contents of this Release 


This release contains all of the manual pages for UNIX System V Release 4.0. 
Also included ig zman, a utility for displaying manual pages within the X 
Window System’. 


Pre-Installation Instructions 


Although it is not required, the Intel On-Line Documentation package works 
best when installed in a UFS file system, due to the long file names used for 
many of the manual pages. To install in a UFS file system, set _up a directory, 
or a symbolic link to a directory, called /usr/share/man in a UF'S file system 
prior to installation. To do this, check to see if /usr is a UFS file system by 
looking at columns three and four in /etc/vfstab. If /usr is a UFS file system, 
you do not need to do anything further. If /usr is not a UFS file system, then 
create a directory (let us call it foo) in a UFS file system. Then create a 
symbolic link from /usr/share/man to the directory you created in the UFS file 
system using the command: 


ln -s <full pathname of foo> /usr/share/man

Add the pathname /usr/ucb to the PATH environment variable of all users that 
will access the on-line manual pages.

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Known Problems in this Release 


The following are the known problems and limitations with Intel On-Line 
Documentation: 


e There is no picture drawing capability built into rman. Manual Pages that 
#) include pictures or diagrams will not display correctly using zman. 


Tables are sometimes displayed poorly using zman. In particular, there may 
be trailing vertical bars following formatted tables. 


Intel UNIX 4.0 includes a few instances of two different commands with the 
same name. A BSD or XENIX command is always one of the two that 
conflict. To avoid the conflict, BSD commands have a 6 extension and 
XENIX commands have an z extension. 


e Manual pages with "long" extensions (e.g., X11) have been shortened to a 
single character extension (e.g., x). The extensions are lower case in all 
cases. 
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
